Change of Venue For Our 1859 Cent Catalog 


The previous three papers in this series were the beginning of what was anticipated to 
be a sub-series constituting a serialized version of our catalog of the dies/die varieties of the 
1859 Narrow 9 Province of Canada cent. The catalog began in the September, 2010 issue 
and we planned to contribute an installment to each subsequent issue until it was complete, 
several years hence. Through circumstances beyond our control we could not run 
installments in the last two Numismatica Canada issues. In the intervening months careful 
reflection and some discussion with interested advisors has led us to decide that it would be 
best to discontinue the serialized catalog. Here are some of the considerations that led to that 
decision: 


e Some of those following the serialized version expressed frustration over the 
protracted period for its completion and the fact that the sorting schemes (one of 
the most useful parts of the catalog) had to wait upon the presentation of 
substantial numbers of die files. 

e Any printed version of the catalog would necessarily be so large that it would 
be impractical to take it from place to place (like from home to a coin show). 

e The amount of page flipping necessitated by the sorting schemes would have 
required any paper version to be printed on very stout stock, adding to the 
weight, size and already substantial cost of the book. 


Ultimately, it became clear that the best venue for this very large catalog should be 
web-based. Of course, every venue has its particular advantages and disadvantages. 
Advantages include the ability to cheaply post almost unlimited large or enlargeable color 
photos and to use advanced search capabilities. Furthermore, the increasing prevalence of 
small “smart” devices for accessing the internet “on the go” make a web-based catalog only a 
few key strokes away. 


One obvious disadvantage of an e-catalog (from an author’s point of view, at least) is 
the difficulty of easily capturing any financial compensation for what has been a major piece 
of work. But, in this case the way forward was clear: the catalog will be free to anyone who 
cares to use it. It will be a donation to Canadian numismatics in appreciation for the many 
hours of pleasure we’ ve derived from studying and working with some of the finest known 
collections of Canadian coins, tokens and paper money, both as a professional curator and as 
a private collector. 


It should be emphasized that the decision to make our 1859 cent catalog web-based 
does not imply that all our future work will appear in that venue. Numismatica Canada is 
still valuable in its present format and will remain our favored venue for many future 


contributions. 


The Online 1859 Cent Catalog 


The website that contains our 1859 cent catalog is www//vickycents.com. It should 
readily come up via a search in Google or your favorite browser. As this issue of 
Numismatica Canada is appearing, our website is up and functioning, although the 1859 
catalog portion is not yet complete. Additions to the catalog are being made on a regular 
basis and initial completion is expected during the first quarter of 2012. The term initial 
completion means that everything known to us will have been entered and all the search links 
established. There are more dies (mostly reverses) to be discovered, however, and it is 
anticipated that users of the catalog will report new dies and die pairs to us and that the new 
information will be incorporated on an ongoing basis. True completion of the catalog, where 
every die and die pair that exists is included, will take a protracted period. 


We won’t take space here to describe how the catalog works, as the website contains 
both a detailed primer on the 1859 cent varieties and a separate discussion of how to use the 
catalog. Suffice it to say that there are some very nice search features that allow one to 
identify their coins much faster than would have been possible with a printed catalog. Those 
of you who have 1859 Narrow 9 cents are cordially invited to visit our website and play with 
its lightning fast search and other features. Hopefully, it will be a fun experience! 


A Special Acknowledgement 


Among the people with whom we discussed our 1859 cent catalog was Ed Reny (of 
Brooklyn, NY), one of the more ardent followers of our work. It was Ed who proposed that 
a web-based version of the catalog would be a workable and even preferable alternative to a 
printed version.

A short story on the beginnings of the Quebec City YMCA and the fire that lead 
to the 1893 YMCA Library Token 


What is the YMCA? 


The Young Men's Christian Association (commonly known as YMCA or simply the Y) is a worldwide 
organization of more than 45 million members from 125 national federations affiliated through the World 
Alliance of YMCAs. It was founded on June 6, 1844 in Paris, France, and it aims to put Christian 
principles into practice, achieved by developing "a healthy spirit, mind, and body." The YMCA is a 
federated organization made up of local and national organizations in voluntary association. Today, 
YMCAs are open to all, regardless of faith, social class, age, or gender. The World Alliance of YMCAs is 
headquartered in Geneva, Switzerland. 


History of the Quebec City YMCA 


Around 1862 the first YMCA was organized in Quebec City, however it soon ran into financial 
difficulties and closed. A second attempt resulted in the formation of another Association in 1867, which 
was also a failure. The third attempt was instituted on the 25" January, 1870. It had a very small 
beginning—five young men met in a merchant's office in Lower Town for prayer and conference and 
they formed the nucleus the Association. Soon after this prayer meeting, a canvass was made among 
young men and 150 signed up. Henry Fry, merchant, was elected first President, Mr. D Wilkie was 
elected 1* Vice-President, Mr. C. P. Champion was elected 2" Vice —President, Mr. W. Ahearn was 
elected Secretary, and Mr. J. C. Thompson was elected Treasurer. ”! 


For the first two months the Association’s work was carried on in the Jeffery Hale School on 
St. Joachim Street. In March, rooms were secured over the hardware store of Mr. Belanger & Mr. Gariepy 
located on Fabrique St. (Céte de la Fabrique). Three years later in 1873, the Association moved to leased 
rooms above Mr. McLeod's drug store, also located on Fabrique St. 


In October 1875, a delegation of Y. M. C. A. workers visited Quebec City. This visit lead to the 
appointment of Mr. Thomas. S. Cole as permanent Secretary as well as the development of a plan to 
construct a building specially adapted and set apart for the sole use of the YMCA. In the autumn of 1877 
a fund was started for the construction of the new building. The members organized into committees to 
canvass the city for support and they succeeded in raising nearly $20,000 within the first year. Two 
merchants pledged $1,000 each to this fund and the ladies contributed the sum of $2,000 from the 
proceeds of a bazaar. 


The next stop was to secure a plot of land for the new building. Just outside of the old city gates at the 
corner of St. John & Glacis St (Rue Saint-Jean & Rue des Glacis) was a piece of land that would suit the 


Association’s needs, having dimensions of one hundred and fifty feet by one hundred and ninety-five feet. 
This plot of land was Crown land and was considered very valuable given its position just outside the 
gates. This lot, valued at six thousand dollars, was bought at auction for the low sum of $1,500 in January 


1878. 8! 


The building was finished in the spring of 1880. Including equipment and furnishings, the total cost was 
$40,000. Factoring for inflation, this would be about $1 million dollars in today’s funds. Later in 1897, a 
gymnasium annex (Auditorium) added at a cost of $20,000. 


From 1882, here is a description of the building: 


“The lot upon which the present building is erected contains 21,000 square feet, being 186 feet in depth, 
and having a frontage on St. John Street of 106 feet. The front building covers the whole extent of 
frontage and has a depth of 50 feet. It is built of stone and brick, the whole front being stone and cut 
glass. It contains three flats including the mansard. Over the main entrance is an open Bible, upon which 
is engraved Matt. XXIII, 8. Above the centre Window in raised letters in stone, are the words “Quebec 
Young Men's Christian Association, 1879." Immediately behind the front structure is a small building 
which forms a room for the daily prayer meeting. It may be reached from Glacis street, and also by a 
staircase leading down to it from the entrance hall of the main building” 


"The lower part of the edifice has been fitted up as stores. The main entrance to Association Hall, in 
the middle of the front, is by a spacious staircase twelve feet wide, at the foot of which are elegant double 
swinging doors with plate glass. Beneath this stairway is the heating apparatus, which has been placed in 
the building by Mr. Thomas Andrews, of St. John street, and is on an entirely new and highly approved 
principle. The whole second flat is set apart for Association use. One-half of it composes the rending 
room. This magnificent apartment which is one of the finest reading rooms on the Continent, is 45 by 46 
feet, having a height of 18 feet, with windows on three sides, the balcony window on the North 
overlooking the whole of the country between St. Koch's and the Laurentian Mountains. Opposite the top 
of the stairway on the landing of this flat, is the door leading to the Secretary's room, which is fitted with 
glass, in order that the Secretary may see everybody coming up stairs into the reading room or elsewhere. 
This room is about 12 by 18 feet, and has on either side of it, the committee room and cloak room, both of 
about similar dimensions. Opposite the committee room is the lavatory, &c, for the use of members. At 
the West end of this flat the rooms both front and back are parlours, with folding doors between, so that 
while one may be used for conversational purposes or such like, the other may be fitted with a piano and 
also with games, such as chess, draughts, &c. The upper flat, which contains also very handsome rooms, 
beautifully finished, is divided into two portions, one to be occupied exclusively by the Secretary, and 
containing dining and drawing rooms divided by folding doors, four bed-rooms, kitchen, store room, &c. 
The other part is divided between the caretaker's apartments, and the bath room, which is specially for 
the use of members. The committee also reserve a spare room in this portion of the building. From the 
roof of the structure, which is reached by a staircase leading into the tower, a magnificent view is 
obtained of every part of the city and of all the surrounding country. Special credit in connection with its 
erection is certainly merited by the contractor, Mr. John Hatch, and the architect, Mr. J. F. Peachy." (iy 


This building still stands today and is an important landmark of Quebec City. The YMCA continues to 
have a presents in Quebec City, though they are now located at 275, rue du Parvis. 


October 1892: The Fire 


A disastrous fire occurred in the building on Sunday evening, October 23"? 1892, by which some five 
thousand dollars damage was done. The YMCA library at that time contained about two thousand 
volumes, and many of the books were destroyed. In commemoration of its reopening some months later, a 
token was ordered, the die for which were made in New York City. This token is made of aluminum, and 
bears on its reverse an open book with initials G.W.L.P., surrounded by the legend "A Good Book is the 
Precious Life Blood of a Master Spirit". The obverse has the following in a wreath: "Quebec Y.M.C.A. 


Library reopened May Ist, 1893". 


Seventy-five of the one hundred specimens struck were sold at one dollar each for the benefit of the 
library, and the remainder presented to the Board members and officers of the Association. !

HENRY BIRKS and SONS 


Henry Birks was born November 30, 1840 in Montreal. He graduated Montreal High School in 1856. Henry 
spent the winter months perfecting his French and began work April 22, 1857 with Savage and Lyman a well 
established Montreal firm of watchmakers and jewellers. The Savage and Lyman store was a magnificent 
display of lavishly stocked counters lit by sperm oil lamps. The store was considered the finest in Canada, 
The boom of the 1860’s was immediately followed by the 
depression of the 1870’s. The New York Stock Exchange 
collapsed in 1873 along with many other financial and 
commercial institutions. Savage and Lyman would prove to 
be no exception and the firm was forced into bankruptcy in 
1878, Henry had been a small partner in Savage and Lyman 
but had just left the firm the year before. This display of 
uncanny foresight would be the first of many instances in 
Henry Birks life.

Henry had worked hard during his twenty two years at Savage and Lyman. He was a keen observer of 
business practiced and formed his own ideas on how to fine tune these same practices to suit his 
business needs. History is full of stories of wonderful things being born of hard times. Henry Birks 
was about to add his story to these same pages. 

Henty, at the age of thirty nine with a staff of 3 and four thousand dollars opened his first store at 222 
St. James Street in downtown Montreal. Henry began by implementing 2 of the rules he had 
formulated for business success. First was the same price for everyone, no discounting. Second was 
strictly cash sales. His customers were a little startled at first but apparently warmed up quickly. 
Henrys first year was a major success with thirty thousand dollars in sales. Over the next four years 
business increased by twenty five percent annually. This rapid growth meant Henry would need a 
larger place and so in 1885 Henry Birks moved to nearby 232 St. James Street. 

Henry, keenly aware of family tradition reorganized his company in 1893 and changed the name to 
Henry Birks and Sons. Henry had three sons, William Massey, Harry and Gerald. William the eldest 
had been with the firm for eight years now. At the age of twenty five William was an energetic and 
valuable asset to Birks. Harry, age twenty three, and Gerald, age twenty one were also proving to be 
solid members of the company. 

Henry Birks and Sons wete a very successful firm in 1893. Henry, never 
being one to miss an opportunity was about to seize one of his finest 
ptospects. Noticing a trend in Montreal’s growing population Henry 
decided the firm needed to follow this growth to the north. Phillips Square, 
the newly completed building at the corner of St. Catharine and Union 
Streets, was to be their new home. There was a risk in moving from the 
bustling downtown and St. James Street. Birks was comfortable here and 
customers were loyal. However, Henry’s intuition was to be proven right 
and Phillips Square would become Birks crowning jewel. The heavily 
marbled, beautifully splendid store was Henry’s pride and joy. Known to 
his staff as ‘the old gentleman’ Henry strode up and down the aisles each 
day greeting customers and conversing with his staff. Henry was indeed 
the epitome of success and a leading example to his community right up 
until his death in 1928 at the age of eighty eight. 

At the turn of the century Henry had shown his ability to analyze and react to business attitudes and 
his customers needs. However, it would take his eldest son William Massey to take the company to 
the next level and it was William’s intuition on how to achieve new heights of success that would 
prove he was definitely his father’s son. William Massey joins his fathers firm in 1885 with the 
expansion to larger premises at 232 St. James Street. In 1891 he took over the European buying trips 
from his father spending many months a year in search of products worthy of selling in Birks store. In 
1899 William met a St. Louis chemist while walking the ships deck during one of his Atlantic 
crossings. The chemist told William of his business and the 5 drug stores he operated. Suddenly 
William realized that was it! The seed now firmly planted William’s imagination knew no bounds and 


he felt he knew exactly what Birks must do. William was thoroughly convinced the key to the 
continuing success of Birks was not one store but several stores and all across Canada. Excitedly, 
William presented his idea to his father and was likely shocked when Henry expressed firm 
opposition. Henry’s rationale was summed up in this one sentence “we are making all the money that 
is good for us”. William was not to be put off so easily. Gathering support from his he was to 
persevere. Simply put Henry, for the first time, was outvoted by his visionary sons. 
In 1901 Henry Birks and Sons opened its first store outside of Montreal in 
Ottawa. In 1903 Birks opened a store in Winnipeg, Manitoba. In 1905, 
seeking an outlet in Toronto, Henry bought a beautiful store at the corner 
of Yonge and Temperance Streets. Henry then approached James and 
Harry Ryrie of Ryrie Bros. a solid Toronto firm that had been established 
in 1886. As a result a merger in the truest sense took place. Ryrie Bros. 
Limited was formed with James Ryrie as President, William M. Birks as 
Vice President and Harry Ryrie as Secretary/Treasurer. The company set 
up in Henry’s beautifully renovated store and would prove to be a major 
success. This happy ‘marriage’ would last for nineteen years when, in 
1924, Birks would obtain the remaining Ryrie stake in Ryrie Bros. Limited, changing the name to 
Ryrie-Birks. In 1933 with Harry Ryrie now deceased and James Ryrie quite ill Ryrie-Birks took over 
the well known Toronto firm of Ellis Bros. to become Birks, Ellis and Ryrie Ltd. 
From 1905-1933 Birks would acquire the well known, long 
established firms of D.E. Black of Calgary, Alberta, Ellis Bros. of 
Toronto, Ontario and D.R. Dingwall of Winnipeg, Manitoba. 
In a display of unprecedented class Birks always made a practice 
of keeping the former owners of their acquisitions as store 
managets. This tradition was also wise business sense. By 
keeping the goodwill of the former owners and the loyalty of 
their customers the ‘mergers’ would be carried out in the 
smoothest possible way. Business today could do well to take 
note of this practice. 
During the great depression of the 1920’s Birks tightened its belt 
to meet these challenging times. Birks carried its staff through 
these turbulent times. No employee lost a job and all accepted 
VANCOUVER pe] the necessary salary cutbacks. 
| iat | William Massey Birks had become President of Birks in 1928 
Et Aa ete ae ae following the death of his father Henry. When William stepped 
down as President in 1944 he was replaced by his eidest son 
Henty Gifford Birks. Henry Gifford, or Mr. Henry as he would come to known, would contribute 
greatly to the continuing prosperity of Birks. His inner strength competently supported his family 
business in the ensuing years of steady growth. During his time at the helm of Birks he would build or 
acquite 30 new stores across Canada. However, it can be argued that possibly his most important 
contribution was not to Birks directly but to Canada and our countries heritage. Between 1936 and 
1979 Mr. Henry would display that now famous Birks foresight. He would put together an immense 
collection of Canadian silverware consisting of the documented output of all of the Birks companies 
including its processors. Henry Birks and Sons Ltd. celebrated its 100 anniversary by donating this 
collection, along with Indian trade articles and the work of many Canadian craftsmen dating back to 
the early 18" century, to the National Gallery of Canada on December 1, 1979. 
Another very notable achievement of Henry Gifford Birks was the introduction of the now famous 
Birks blue box. This symbol of Birks quality with its inverted B’s and Birks lion crest was and still is 
recognized by thousands of Canadians. 
In 1967 Mr. Henry became Chairman of the Board for Birks and his younger brother Victor became 
President holding this position until 1972. In this year Mr. Henry’s eldest son George Drummond 
Birks took the helm as President and CEO. 
Up to 1972 Birks had been moving along at a rapid pace experiencing unprecedented growth with 
major development in subsidiary companies and real estate investments. During George Birks time as 
head of the company he would find it necessary to enlist the help of several outside executives. Luring 
these executives to Birks George began a restructuring of a company he felt was becoming unwieldy. 
George thought Birks was losing control and needed to be brought back to a more manageable and 
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professional position. The yeat was 1980 when George executed his plan. Somewhere along the way 
Birks had lost its individuality and had tried to become all things to all people. Birks owned a 
staggering 220 stores at its peak in 1980. During this time it sold fashion jewellery and offered discount 
pticing. This was a distinct departure from Birks successful past. 

In 1993 Birks filed for bankruptcy protection. The now 114 year old company was suffering from the 
same ptoblems plaguing other older established Canadian firms of the time. A most notable 
comparison is the T. Eaton Co. These companies could not weather the storm of this early 1990’s 
depression. Birks was about to lose family control forever. 

An Italian holding company, Iniziativa Regaluxe SRL, was Birks white knight spending thirty million 
dollars on thirty six Canadian stores in an effort to bring Birks back to the future. A return to Birks 
roots of high end jewellery and gifts and a concentrated effort to attract younger clients from a 
population that felt Birks was for their Granny was put in place. The man put in charge of this task 
was Tom Andruskevitch a Pennsylvania native and a former executive of Tiffany and Company. The 
results were staggering and sales soared almost immediately showing revenues up 150% in 1998 just 
two years after implementation of Birks rescue plan. 

Today Birks, known as Birks & Mayors Inc., has sixty eight stores in Canada and the United States 
having merged with similar style US firm Mayors. In Canada there are thirty six Birks stores, two 
Brinkhaus stores, and in the United States thirty Mayors stores with one in Atlanta, Georgia and the 
rest in Florida. The company is going strong today and was named as the official jeweller of the 2010 


Olympic Games.

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George Randall Ashwell was born at Henlow, Bedfordshire, England on Dec. 17, 1835. 
At the age of twenty-one he left England to seek his fortune in the new world. He first went to 
Ontario where he worked as a carpenter for five years, in Toronto, Guelph and Dunville. Early 
in 1860 he came to British Columbia, via Panama, settling in New Westminster. He worked as a 
carpenter for a year then went into business with Thomas Cunningham in partnership in New 
Westminster, operating a hardware and furniture business.' The partnership was dissolved as of 
April 3, 1863 and Ashwell carried on the business. Ashwell ran an ad from July 27, 1864 selling 
off the stock, 

“This subscriber being compelled to leave the Colony on account of ill- 
health, offers his entire stock of furniture, etc., at greatly reduced prices. 
... N.B. — Any person wishing to purchase the whole stock, together with 
the Building now occupied, the good-will of the Lease, &c., can do so 
upon very reasonable terms. G.R. Ashwell. ...”” 

Kerr states that Ashwell sold out to Withrow & Tilley.’ In 1865 he returned to England 
where he married Sarah Ann Webb, of Manton, Bedfordshire, England. The married couple 
came to British Columbia, via Nicaragua, that same year. He was still listed as a General Dealer 
in New Westminster in 1869 and 1871, but in 1871 moved to Chilliwack and opened a general 
business.* His first store was in a part of his residence on the Yale Road. In 1876 the store was 
moved to Chilliwack Landing, where he was the Postmaster from May 1, 1883 until February 1, 
1887. In 1888 the store was moved once more, to Chilliwack City where it grew into a large 
departmental store. He was the reeve of the municipality on three occasions, was the first 
secretary of the Chilliwack Agricultural Society and also served as the President. He was also 
very active in the Methodist Church. 

Keeping the company name straight is not an easy task. Ashwell’s sons, John Henry and 
George Horatio Webb, joined their father in the business very early. George senior was usually 
referred to as G.R. or George R., while the younger George went by George H.W. or George. 
John Henry went by J.H. or Henry. After Henry joined his father, reportedly in 1887, the 
business was referred as G.R. Ashwell & Son. By 1892 the firm was using the name “The 
Emporium” in some advertisements. It also used “Ashwell’s” in addition to the more formal 
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name, G.R. Ashwell & Son. After George H.W. became a partner on January 1, 1894, the name 
became G.R. Ashwell & Sons. 

On the night of May 16", 1898 the store was burglarized and set afire. There was even 
a report of the incident in the Cranbrook Herald, “Mr. Ashwell’s store in Chilliwack was recently 
blown open and about $100 stolen; the building was also set on fire and damage done to the 
extent of $13,000 to $14,000.”° Suspicion fell on two men named Wilson and Turner, who were 
arrested in the State of Washington on other matters. In May 1900, the Chief Constable, of the 
Provincial Police, in New Westminster, Richard B. Lister, learned that Wilson was to be 
transferred from Whatcom to Everett via train. That train crosses into Canada at Huntington and 
armed with an arrest warrant Lister entered the train on June 1, 1900 and arrested Wilson on a 
charge of burglary and arson.° 

On January 15, 1902 G.R. Ashwell and Sons bought the business of Joseph Ogle, of 
Sardis.’ They re-opened under the Ashwell name in early February 1902. At some time in the 
next couple of years they added a branch at Rosedale. On September 27, 1905 it was announced 
that the firm had dissolved, with Henry leaving the business and carrying on the Sardis branch on 
his own. Following this the name of the firm returned to G-R. Ashwell & Son. Ashwell’s 
disposed their Rosedale branch to Messrs T.F. Bartlett in June 1906.° Henry operated the Sardis 
business until August 1908 when he sold it to W.J. Holmes of Vancouver,’ subsequently being 
involved in The Chilliwack Canning and Preserving Company, Limited,'° the Chilliwack Meat 
Market and others. He resumed his involvement in the family business after the passing of his 
father. In later years he ran an insurance and accounting business. 

George Randall Ashwell passed away December 26, 1913 at age 80.'' His wife, Sarah 
Ann passed away November 11, 1916, aged 71. Mr. and Mrs. Ashwell were survived by their 
three adult children, Henry, George H. W., and Mrs. Ethel May Allen, wife of Dr. Naboth 
Allen.’ Shortly after Mr. Ashwell passed away, February 24, 1914, Ashwell Limited was 
incorporated, the subscribers being the three surviving children. '° 

George H.W. suffered a paralytic stroke in June 1919. A second stroke occurred in mid 
1920 which required a long convalescence in Kelowna. A third stroke in July 1925 left him 
completely incapacitated and he was committed to the Provincial Hospital at Essondale. He died 
of another stroke November 14, 1929 at age 59. In his career he had been active within the 
community and for many years was the president of the Chilliwack hospital board, a member of 
the Board of Trade and the merchants’ association. He also was a director of the Columbian 
College of New Westminster. An active Methodist he played the organ for the morning choir. 
He and his wife had no children. 

The department store business of Ashwell Limited was sold to Pride, Nash & Co., of 
Stettler, Alberta, as of November 1, 1923, opening two days later under the new owners. E.B. 
Nash relocated to Chilliwack with the purchase of the Ashwell business, while A.W. Pride 
stayed in Stettler for a while to dispose of that business. David Spencer Ltd bought out Pride, 
Nash & Co., just two years later, and enlarged the store.'* A week later it was announced that 
they had purchased the Ashwell Block. When George H.W. died David Spencer Ltd. closed the 
store on the afternoon of the funeral as a mark of respect for him. 

Henry was actively involved in civic affairs. In 1908, the year of incorporation he was 
elected as an alderman. The following year he served as the city clerk. He re-entered civic 
politics in 1916 when elected as an alderman. The next year he was elected mayor of the city, a 
position which held for six consecutive years before retiring from the chair. In 1925 he was 
again an alderman, and from 1926 to 1928 inclusive he again served as mayor. Henry was also 
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an active member of the Masonic Order and the I.0.0.F., the latter of which he served as Grand 
Master of the Grand Lodge of British Columbia. He was pre-deceased by his first wife, but 
survived by his four children and his second wife. 


Advertisements by the Ashwells offered to buy produce from the farmers of the area such 
as Timothy hay, wheat, oats, apples, choice fresh butter, turkeys, chickens, ducks and eggs. 
Chilliwack is a farming community and has been the centre of the British Columbia dairy 
industry for many years. In all likelihood Ashwells would have made those purchases with 
tokens, much in the same manner that many Ontario rural stores did with their “due bills.” 
However, apart from the good-luck advertising piece the only denomination known is the 
illustrated 10 cent token. Both pieces are rare.

In July of 1965 going through the dies which sat on wooden shelves along a wall at 
Jacoby Bros. Ltd. I found a die for Griffith, Good for 1 Loaf. Making the assumption the die 
would likely have been for a B.C. token I started checking and found that there was a Griffith 
Bread Company in Vancouver. I later found that Larry Gingras had a maverick Griffith token, 
good for 2 loaves. The search led to Agnes Griffith, a daughter of Mr. Griffith, who in turn 
suggested I talk to Ernie Holmes. He was a friend of the Griffiths, who had started working for 
Griffith as a delivery man in 1920 and became the route manager by the time he left in December 
1925, 5% years later. Miss Griffith said that her father had used tokens, but she did not find any 
when she cleaned out her parents’ home. Mr. Holmes confirmed that the firm used tokens, two 
different ones, one of which was serrated and the other was square. When I then showed him 
Larry’s two loaf token he confirmed that it was one of theirs. An example of the one loaf token 
still had not shown up some 37 years later so I wrote up the story using a rubbing made from a 
lead impression taken from the die, which was published in Numismatica Canada 2002, p. 187. 
In 2004 a new 1| Loaf and a new 2 Loaves token turned up. The 2 Loaves token (U3825c) was 
not the same as the previously known token. 

Frederick Wilson Griffith was born in New York State Dec. 24, 1874. He came to 
Vancouver via Montreal and, we believe, Winnipeg. In Winnipeg a Frederick W. Griffith 
operated a bakery at 602 Ross from 1903 to 1908, and then was located at 666 Elgin until 1910.' 
This Mr. Griffith used tokens good for one loaf and two loaves. It seems likely that this was the 
same man as Frederick Wilson Griffith, a baker who appeared in the Vancouver directory for 
1911. By 1912 he was on Vine Street, corner 6" Avenue, (later shown as 2160 Vine Street). He 
remained there throughout his Vancouver career. In 1913 Griffith added two partners and 
incorporated the Griffith Bread Company Limited.” These partners were W.C. Parnell, a baker, 
and Alex L. White, a miller. By 1917 Mr. Parnell had left Vancouver and was living in 
Winnipeg. Griffith bought out Alex White in December 1921 and Parnell in October 1922. The 
firm baked all kinds of bread and bought cakes for resale. Their delivery routes extended all 
over the city. 

In 1928 F.W. Griffith was wishing to retire and no one in his family was interested in the 
business, so when the McGavin family* approached him and made a very nice offer for his 
business he decided to sell. The offer amounted to $50,000, half payable upon closing and the 
balance over three years at seven per cent interest. The McGavins were then in the process of 
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building a large chain of bakeries in North America. The bill of sale is on the corporate file and 
it is unusually detailed. In addition to a long list of baking equipment and supplies, it included 
three horses, two mares, five bread wagons, one express wagon, office equipment, etc., including 
an unspecified number of “Bread tickets.” If only we knew whether these were the tokens, or 
that by then the tokens had been replaced by paper tickets. 

June 24, 1929, by special resolution the company changed its name to McGavin Limited. 
Mr. Griffith died suddenly April 27, 1938, aged 63," survived by his wife and three children.

The 
token is from the bakery of H. Pearce and is marked “Toronto”. However, it is not a Toronto, 
Ontario token. It is in fact from Toronto, New South Wales, Australia.

Isaac Bond Baker, Grocer and Builder, his and most of the other commercial activity in 
Alvinston took place in a very well developed one block area, east and west sides of 
River street that runs north and south between Railway and Centre streets. 


Bond the baker is believed to have learned his trade from his father in Strathroy, Ont. the 
oral history places Issac in Alvinston around 1885 however he is not listed in the 
Bradstreet’s Diectory of 1889, he built the Bond Block on the southwest corner of River 
and Centre streets in 1893, he is found in the Dun directory of 1896. The Bond Block 
plays a very prominent part in the General Merchants history that issued merchant tokens, 
most occupied either the north or south sides of this two story brick building, some twice. 


Once again the oral history places Isaac somewhere on the east side of River Street for a 
short time, he moves to the west side of the street three doors south of the Bond Bloch.) 


The Bond Block is the two story building on the right with a flag pole on the roof, just to 
the left of the utility pole in front of the building is a vertical sign which reads down from 
the top I. BROCK GROCERIES. Note the wooden planked sidewalks set on wooden 
blocks, also two crosswalks at either end of the block also wooden planks inset into the 
dirt road, hard surfacing came later. 
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The Bond Bakery operated continuously from at least 1893 to 1912 except for four years 
the Bonds spent in Sarnia, in 1912 the bakery was sold to Harkness Bros., the Bond 
family moved to St. Thomas, Ont. Mr. Bond died in Winnipeg in May of 1924 while on a 
visit to his daughter, he was buried in St. Thomas. 
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The Bond advertisement with IT spelt backwards (ran for several week before being 
corrected) is from The Alvinston Free Press 14° October 1893 the same year the bond 
Block was constructed. 

The Rev. dies and the Obv. small bow tie and lettering below on this token are the same 


as on the Bindner Bakery token also from Alvinston , Ont. I think we may assume they 
were produced by the same manufacture and time frame.

1903 Bindner- Mrs. Joseph ( Margaret ) Baker and in 1909 R.G. Dun. Bindner Albert A. 
Baker & Confectioner. Bindner’s was a family business operated by Joseph then his 
widow Margret then their son Albert continued until his death in 1950, within three 
weeks the business was sold to J. D. Munro, he continued until his retirement in Sept. 
1961. 


Mr. Joseph Bindner met the ships in Montreal and solicited young ladies to come to 
Alvinston and work in the bake shop and hotel. Many people are descended from these 
workers in the vicinity. (2)

_%f \east three merchants made use of trade due bill tokens in Wallaceburg. These were M. J. 


Hurley, Groceries & Provisions; Stonehouse Bros., General Merchants; and the Stonehouse, Munroe, 
Zavitz Company. 


Both the Hurley tokens and those of the Stonehouse Bros are known in denominations of from 
1¢ to $1. Hurley’s tokens are octagonal in shape and made of aluminum. A 1¢ token has recently 
been discovered of M. J. Hurley made from brass. Possibly there are other denominations in this 
metal as well. These range in size from 18 mm in diameter for the 1¢ to 35 mm for the $1. 


Those of the Stonehouse Bros were also of aluminum, but scalloped in shape, ranging from 
21 mm in diameter for the 1¢ to 39 mm for the dollar. 


Only a $1 token is known from the Stonehouse, Munroe, Zavitz business. It is likely from a 
set of five or six denominations as well. 


According to the Canada Census for 1901, Michael J. Hurley was born on the 11" of May of 
1857. He was listed as a grocer in this census. 


His store was described in the Wallaceburg Herald of 19" October, 1894 as being neatly 
arranged and always filled with all kinds of family groceries, provisions, crockery, glassware, etc. 
Mr. Hurley started in business in 1884 and was still listed in 1908. He is not in the Canada Census 
for 1911. His store was known as the Honey Bee Store. It was located on James Street. 


He advertised regularly in the pages of the Wallaceburg News until the end of 1909. 
Presumably he retired at this time.

The Stonehouse store was one of Wallaceburg’s oldest established 
retail outlets. 


In 1879, Robert Calvert Stonehouse, who had been operating a 
general store at Baby’s Point in Port Lambton, Ontario, moved to 
Wallaceburg. He purchased a frame building on the south-east corner of 
Wallace and McDougall Streets. He ran a successful dry goods and grocery 
in this store. The store burned in 1892 and was replaced with a brick 
building. At this time his two sons, H. A. (Hugh) Stonehouse and Wesley 
Stonehouse were taken into the business as partners. R. S. Stonehouse 
retired in 1896 at the time of his wife’s death and the sons carried on with the 
store operating as Stonehouse Bros. 


Wesley died in 1911 and the partnership was dissolved. Hugh 
Stonehouse along with Chester McDougall and William Moore, two 


ROBERT CALVERT — employees formed a joint stock company. 
STONEHOUSE 


Chester McDougall and his wife died in a boating accident and William Moore left to become 
a commercial traveller. 


H. A. Stonehouse formed a new company with his sons Calvert S. and Hugh C. as partners. 
In 1929 Hugh Stonehouse Sr. died and the two sons carried on. Eventually the business was split with 


Calvert operating the dry goods and men’s furnishings and Hugh with the grocery business. 


Calvert S. Stonehouse was also involved in municipal politics. He was several years on town 
council and mayor of Wallaceburg during 1929 and 1930.

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The Stonehouse, Munroe, Zavitz Hardware started in 1903 after a joint stock company was 
formed with H. A. Stonehouse, D. W. Stonehouse, Hugh Munroe, Norman Zavitz and Ephraim Zavitz 
as partners. The Stonehouse, Munroe and Zavitz families were all related by marriage. 


A two-storey brick block was built by the partnership on the north-west corner of Wallace and 
McDougall Streets diagonally opposite the Stonehouse store. The block covered 8,200 square feet 
of ground. There were six commercial sections in the building with the second floor used for 
residential accommodation. 


The Stonehouse, Munroe, Zavitz Company operated their grocery and hardware in the first 
two sections closest to Wallace Street. 


H. A. (Hugh) Stonehouse still operated his clothing and dry goods store on the south-east 
corner of Wallace and McDougall Streets. 


In 1912 Stonehouse sold his share to Munroe and Zavitz and in 1920 Hugh Munroe left the 
partnership leaving the Zavitzes as sole owners. Ephriam’s son Owen eventually took ownership and 
his son Ted Zavitz came into the business in 1948 being the third generation associated with the 
business. By this time the store employed besides Owen, and his son Ted, Ted’s cousins, Bob and 
Bruce Zavitz. Ted’s sons Scott and Richard eventually worked in the store making four generations 
associated with the business. 


In 1991 Ted Zavitz was presented with two gold hammers, one from Stanley- Canada Inc., and 
the other from Est Wing. Both hammers came with plaques stating grateful recognition for his 50 
years of service in the Canadian hardware industry. 


By 1992 the store had been sold out of the family to Dennis Burgess of Burgess Machine & 
Tool. Recently the building has been torn down. 


The only known token from the firm of Stonehouse, Munroe, Zavitz is a well-worn $1.00 due 
bill. It is made of aluminum, scalloped in shape with 12 scallops and is 37 mm in diameter.

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William Colwell moved to Wallaceburg in 1896 from Paris, Ontario where he was a newspaper 
proprietor. In addition to starting up a newspaper, the Wallaceburg News in February of 1896, he 
opened a fancy goods and book store on James Street. This store eventually expanded into a popular 
department store. 


Two of William’s sons, Charles and George operated the newspaper for many years. In 1918 
they bought out their rival newspaper, the Wallaceburg Herald. It remained in the Colwell family 
until eventually being sold to Bowes Publishers. It ceased publication in 1996. 


The department store continued under the management of another son, William. His son 
Kenneth succeeded him and was the final owner. The store is no longer in operation. 


Charles and George Colwell made use of a token good for 25¢ toward the price of a want ad 
run for two weeks. The token was round, made of aluminum and 28 mm in diameter.

Two bakeries in Wallaceburg are known to have used tokens. These were Allen’s Bakery and 
McKenzie’s Bakery. Both tokens were in use at least as early as 1903 as they were listed in a 
catalogue of tokens offered for sale at that time by a Mr. McColl from Owen Sound. 


Mrs. Mary A. Allen is listed as a baker in 1896. The bakery is not listed in 1905-06 or 1908 
in the directories and there were no ads in the Wallaceburg newspapers. The Canada Census for 1901 
lists a Calandra Allen (born 1837) as a confectioner and baker. (James Astwood gives the name of 
Orlando Allen and the dates 1890 -99 in his excellent ///ustrated Guide to Ontario Bakery Tokens, 
2005). His wife was Mary E. Allen and their son Edgar (born 1862) also married to a Mary, Mary H. 
Allen lived together along with Edgar and Mary H’s three children. The hand written records of the 
1901 census are often difficult to read and it is probable that Mary H. Allen should read Mary A. 
Allen. It is very likely that the bakery was started by Calandra or Orlando Allen and eventually the 
business succeeded to Edgar and Mary. (This is speculation on my part.) It is also possible that Mary 
E. Allen is the person listed for 1896. 


McKenzie’s Bakery was started by David McKenzie in of August, 1897. It was on King Street 
East. His first ad in the Wallaceburg News stated that he had commenced the baking business in 
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Wallaceburg and he was soliciting a share of the public patronage. Bread was delivered to any part 
of the town. Pic-nic parties supplied with bread and cakes. He advertised regularly in the early 1900s. 
By January of 1909 bread was 5¢ a loaf. 


According to the 1901 Canada Census, David McKenzie was born on the 5" of April, 1852. 
His wife, Margaret was two years younger and they had two sons, George, a sailor, and James, also 
a baker as well as two daughters, Margaret and Isabella. 


The bakery succeeded to James McKenzie. He was born in 1881 according to the 1901 census 
or 1882 as shown in the 1911 census. His wife Gennie was born in 1888 and they had a daughter Jean 
born in 1909.

Medal Struck for Annual $10 Rotary Banquet in 1951 


The following is verbatim from the April 27" issue of the Wallaceburg News: 


It was the Rotary Club’s most ambitious 
undertaking and the event proved to be an 
outstanding success in every way. The event was 
the annual Ten Dollar banquet that attracted a 
crowd of nearly 600 men in the Lord Selkirk 
ballroom last Friday evening where all heard a 
masterful address given by the right Hon. Louis St. 
Laurent. K. C., Prime Minister of Canada. 

The address, in which the Prime Minister 
emphasized importance of developing the social 
services of Canada, is reported elsewhere in this 
isue. 

President Cecil Kilbreath of the Rotary 
Club, presided over the banquet and program 
which opened with grace by Rev. Fr. Leo J. Kelly, 
pastor of Our Lady of Help Roman Catholic church: 
and the customary toast to the King, followed by 
the singing of the National Anthem. 

After the banquet the “Principles of 
Rotary” were presented in amost capable manner 
by Rotarian (Padre) Rev. Arthur H. Jared, rector of 
St. James Anglican church. 

There was a brief address by the Hon. Paul 
Martin, Minister of National Health and Welfare, 
who was given a splendid welcome by the crowd. 

Hugh A. MacKenzie, M.P. for Lambton- 
Kent riding, formally introduced the Prime 
Minister who was tendered a remarkable ovation 
as he arose to speak.

It usually 
appears holed at the top for suspension.

The reverse has the coat of arms of the town of 
Wallaceburg. 


Tokens Or Quasi Tokens?

In the course of updating the listing of A/berta Trade Tokens a new category of tokens has come to light. The tokens I am referring to 
are the shopping cart tokens or as they are also sometimes referred to as Pushcart Token, Cart Coin or Kart Koin. Are these really 
tokens, quasi tokens or something else entirely? Quasi as defined by Webster: “having some resemblance usu. by possession of 
certain attributes..” would apply to these pieces, if this is what makes the most sense. When thinking of tokens we associate that the 
piece is a “good for” piece and usually does not include advertising pieces. Well, shopping cart tokens are “good for’s” in that you 
can obtain a shopping cart without using a Loonie or a quarter, which often we do not have with us when we need them. The fact that 
they may have advertising on them does not really matter as they still get us the loan of a shopping cart. 


The first shopping cart token I received was from my daughter who brought me one from Safeway. It came with a card that stated it 
was a “Kart-Koin” and was in support of “Neighbourhood Causes”. I did not think a lot about it until different ones started to show 
up. President’s Choice (Superstore) was the second one I became aware of and it was referred to as a “Cart Coin” and supported 
“Children’s Charity”. Both these stores sold them for use in their shopping carts in support of the mentioned charities. More soon 
followed either in support of a charity or purely as advertising pieces. They most often come in sets of two (roughly dollar size and 
quarter size) and all are pierced and supplied with a quick release clasp and attachment for carrying on a key ring. Illustrated below 
are the forty-two shopping cart tokens that we have found in Alberta so far. I am pretty sure that there are many more to come. 


Maybe these pieces could fall into a category of “issued by us but not for use in our establishment tokens” or some other appropriate 
wording. Of course the Safeway, President’s Choice and Zellers pieces would be true tokens because they are issued for use in their 
establishments. The bingo “Pushcart Tokens” would also apply because they state they are tokens and have a $1.00 or 25¢ value on 
them. 


I was asked if all of these tokens could be used in all of the different businesses shopping carts that required a coin to release them and 
must say I am not sure. I have noted the differences in the dimensions of the tokens and frankly, since I do not have spares I am not 
about to test them out. What if I could not get them back after sticking them in the slot? Not something I am willing to deal with. 


Of course I have my own opinion on whether these pieces should be included as tokens, and have included them in the recent Alberta 
Trade Tokens \isting. My feeling is that they are tokens (or at least quasi tokens) and that any.new tokens that could perhaps attract 
new token collectors (they can actually have tokens that the long time token collectors may not have, yet) to me is a real positive.
